“Meanwhile, I signal the Air Force boy 
out’... after’ all no’ one has asked for time 
out, and the Air Force boy was off base with 
the ball in play,” said veteran Umpire Julie 
Carabello when we asked him about unusual 
experiences in umpiring collegiate baseball 
games. 

The experiences of umpires vary. Some are 
victims of or witness many unusual situations. 
Some may have witnessed only one, others none. 

Red D’Haillecourt, former Southern Assn.

Allen watched the ball in flight. Sweeping 
wide, the lead runner rounded third and clobber- 
ed Allen on his way toward home plate. Allen 
and protective gear scattered to the ground. 

Immediately the other umpire called time 
out. Colorado ‘Coach Frank Prentup told the 
runner to touch home. He was safe because he 
had touched the plate before the ball had been 
properly put back into play. “I’m still dizzy,” 
says Allen. 

In a Skyline conference game, Umpire Leo 
Bahl was behind the bat and the batter had a 
3-2 count. “The pitcher let fly with a fast ball 
that crossed the plate-in the strike zone. I 
signaled as the ball took off from the catcher’s 
glove. The ball hit me in the Adam’s apple. For 
at least a week, I could barely whisper.” And 
for the effervescent Bahl that was a crisis. 

One time Bahl had warned the bench for 
heckling. He returned to the plate and yelled, 
“Play Ball.” But he had forgotten to pick up 
his mask from the ground and put it back over 
his face. 

Lucero said: “If the run had made any dif- 
ference in the game a protest would have been 
valid.” 

But the team for whom the run had scored, 
won by a wide margin anyway. 

Viv Edwards kept his mind alert during 
the execution of a triple plate, but it is amaz- 
ing how he succeeded. 

There were runners on second and first. 
The batter hit a line drive to center field with 
the outfielder making a diving stab for the 
ball; but it fell in for what should have been 
a hit. 

The third base coach thought the outfield- 
er had caught the ball and signaled. the runner 
back to their original bases. The center fielder 
threw the ball to the second baseman, who 
tagged the returning lead runner and touched 
second for a force out on the other runner. 

Meanwhile the batter kept on running only 
to be tagged out by the second baseman when 
he reached second, constituting the third out. 

A cloud of dust from a sliding base stealer 
reddened Edwards’ face. The runner slid into 
the second as the catcher’s throw arrived. Be- 
fore the dust settled, Edwards caught a glimpse 
of the fielder tagging the runner, and he called 
the runner out for “oversliding” the bag. The 
runner yelled, “What?” the said, “Look!”

The conditioning of college baseball players has 
taken on many phases. I’ve listened for years about the 
varied pre-season activities through which coaches put 
their players, and also about the various conditioning 
drills once the season is underway. 

After diagnosing numerous motion pictures concern- 
ing the necessary baseball-player skills, I’m convinced 
that many of us don’t take into consideration the type 
game we’re coaching and the type boys with whom we’re 


working. 


Baseball isn’t a contact game; not an endurance test. 
Rather, it’s a game which requires quick thinking, quick 
reacting, and skills that necessitate body balance, and 
quick movements from various positions. 

Therefore, I don’t want my players lifting weights 
or participating in heavy calisthenics and distance run- 
ning. I have them perform short sprints from various 
standing starts, from a running start; and side starts with 
cross-Over and open up, and also make them pivot from a 


rear position on both feet. 


It’s also good for them to participate in many types 
of fast dancing, such as square, jitterbug and rock and 
roll. This develops balance, poise and quick reactions, all 
important in baseball movements. 

The desired results for pitchers and batters are the 
development of the hand, wrist, forearms and elbows. 
Present-day movements of the average boy fail to develop 
these areas. Thus, a mandatory part of our drills is to 
make players daily drive spikes with a hammer—alter- 
nating hands. This develops a pitcher’s grip, wrist action, 
forearms, and elbows for quick elbow action. Batters also 


benefit from such activity.

University of Iowa Coach Otto 
Vogel is counting on this determ- 
ination to make the 19-year-old 
sophomore one of Iowa’s leading 
pitchers despite a polio attack 
which left him with a right leg 
more than a quarter of an inch 
shorter than the left one. 

The former high school star 
from Muscatine, Iowa, made his 
college debut against the Univer- 
sity of Arizona.in the Hawkeyes’ 
annual spring trip here recently. 
He was hit hard — as were all 
his pitching partners in the Big 
10 team’s first test out of doors 
after a cold winter and spring — 
but Vogel wasn’t discouraged. 

“Sure he was hit pretty badly,” 
commented Vogel, “but that was 
the first time he ever pitched for 
me... he’s only a sophomore. 
And the runs he gave up were all 


unearned. I think he’s going to 
do a good job for us.’ 

His first time out, Reifert, a 
righthander, worked 4 1/3 inn- 
ings in relief giving up 10 hits 
and 12 runs, all of them unearn- 
ed. Iowa lost 18-6. Later in the 6- 
game series he pitched another 
4 1/3 innings of relief ball giv- 
ing up 3 hits and 3 runs.
